Jack  Hamm  war  always  handy 
with  a  pencil.  He  has  been  drawing 
pictures  since  he  was  5  and  sub¬ 
mitted  his  first  cartoon  to  an  edi¬ 
tor  when  he  was  13.  Even  though 
the  cartoon  was  rejected,  he  was 
determined  to  become  an  artist. 

At  high  school  he  developed  an  in¬ 
terest  in  the  Bible.  With  the  pass¬ 
ing  years  he  felt  an  increasing  pull 
toward  the  ministry,  even  though 
his  urge  toward  art  was  as  strong 
as  eyer. 

The  result:  a  man  who  wavered 
between  the  drawing  board  and  the 
pulpit  for  almost  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  until  3  years  ago,  when  he 
concluded  that  he  could  reach  a 
much  larger  congregation  with  pic¬ 
ture  sermons  than  with  words.  So 
he  created  Religious  Drawings,  a 
series  of  cartoons  to  preach  Chris¬ 
tianity  and  fight  Communism. 

They  appear  each  week  in  354 
newspapers,  and  now  reach  a  con¬ 
gregation  of  29,000,000  newspaper 
readers  in  the  United  States  and 
14  foreign  countries. 

He  refuses  pay  for  his  cartoons, 
even  though  the  weekly  bill  for  ma¬ 
terials,  production,  and  postage  is 
around  $100.  He  meets  his  expenses 
for  both  cartooning  and  his  family 
—the  Hamms  have  one  5-year-old 
daughter  Dwana — from  his  salary 
as  art  instructor  at  Baylor  Univer¬ 
sity  and  through  occasional  contrib-

Southern  Baptist  pallors  and 
church  and  denominational  lead¬ 
ers  have  expressed  much  concern 
over  the  recommendation,  adopted 
at  the  October  meeting  of  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board,  which  would 


fall  “new  birth  campaign”  now 
being  conducted  by  the  Japan  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  By  that  date  36 
churches  had  conducted  special 
evangelistic  services  lasting  from 
two  to  six  days.  t 

“There  were  35  who  made  a  def¬ 
inite  response  to  the  gospel  in 
Sapporo,"  said  Missionary  Edwin 
B.  Dozier  when  be  returned  to 
Tokyo.  He  told  of  preaching  five 
times  on  Sunday,  of  good  services 
in  a  police  school,  in  a  school  for 
the  blind,  and  in  an  agricultural 
school  in  addition  to  several  meet¬ 
ings  in  a  rented  hall  downtown. 

"Please  come  back  again,"  the 
blind  school  superintendent  begged, 
“if  you  can  always  make  religion 
so  practical  and  interesting."

So  some  churches  do 
not  reap  the  full  harvest  of  their 
own  evangelistic  effort. 

(3)  There  is  a  distressing  lack 
of  the  use  of  modern  methods  In 
religious  education  and  church  mu¬ 
sic.  There  is  no  meeting  on  Sun¬ 
day  nights  comparable  to  our 
B.  T.  U.  The  Sunday  School  meets 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  and  is  fort 
children  from  ^  to  13  only.  The, 
life  of  the  Sunday  School  is  quite 
remote  from  the  life  of  the  church. 
The  Australian  Baptist  is  neither  i 
for  nor  against  our  system  of  grad-  j 
ed  choirs — he  has  simply  never! 
heard  of  it.  Thus  the  music  and 
educational  program  of  the  church 
is  not  an  out-reaching  agency.  And  ' 
there  is  no  one  in  the  churches  to  | 
change  this,  fpr  the  leadership  is  ; 
not  trained.  And  it  cannot  be  train¬ 
ed  easily,  for  there  "are  no  study 
course  books.  The  educational  and 
music  director  is  non  -  existent. 
The  theological  colleges  (ieni- 
naries)  have  no  schools  of  re¬ 
ligious  education  or  church  music; 
they  do  not  even  have  regular 
courses  in  these  subjects. 

Thus  from  the  two  great  means 
Southern  Baptists  use  to  build 
their  churches,  the  evangelistic 
preaching  service  and  the  educa¬ 
tional  program,  Australian  Bap¬ 
tists  are  in  greater  or  lesser  de¬ 
gree  shut  out.  either  by  the  preju¬ 
dice  of  the  populace,  or  by  the  in¬ 
adequacies  of  their  program  *  And 
the  fear  of  making  a  false  empha¬ 
sis  by  promoting  the  denomination 
as  such  tends  to  inhibit  whatever 
efforts  are  made.  What  can  be 
done  against  such  handicaps?  lif  a 
subsequent  article,  I  will  tell  some 
of  what  has  been  and  is  being 
done,  and  suggest  certain  ways  in 
which  Southern  Baptists  could  be 
of  help  to  their  Australian  breth- 
'  ren.

Winona  Lake,  Ind. — Froo  Metho¬ 
dist  church  attained  a  new  high  in 
per  capita  giving  during  the  past 
year  according  to  Rev.  A.  S.  Hill, 
general  church  treasurer.  Average 
contributions  by  adult  members  to¬ 
taled  $194.79  this  yaer  as  com¬ 
pared  to  $163.76  last  year. 


During  my  stay  in  Australia,  I 
talked  with  pastors,  denomination¬ 
al  leaders,  and  church  members  at 
every  opportunity,  in  order  to 
learn  the  answer  to  questions 
which  were  present  in  my  own 
mind,  and  which  I  knew  I  would 
be  asked  on  my  return.  Foremost 
among  these  was,  “If  Australian 
Baptists  are  really  loyal  to  the 
Bible  and  the  gospel,”  and  by  and 
large  they  are,  “why  are  they  so 
small  in  numbers  (about  1  per 
cent  of  the  population)  and  grow¬ 
ing  so  slowly?” 

Of  course  the  final  cause  of  re¬ 
vival.  and  the  growth  of  churches, 
is  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
But  there  are  as  well  proximate 
causes.  Ulus  the  final  cause  of 
the  Great  Awakening  in  America 
was  the  power  of  the  Spirit  of  God. 
But  the  proximate  causes  includ¬ 
ed  the  preaching  of  Jonathan  Ed¬ 
wards.  George  Whitefield,  and  the 
Tennents  in  the  towns  of  New 
England.  In  discussion  with  Aus¬ 
tralian  Baptists,  I  saw  at  least 
three  hindrances  to  growth.  The 
removal  or  remedy  of  these  hind¬ 
rances  would,  I  believe,  provide 
the  proximate  causes  through 
which  the  Holy  Spirit  could  work. 
It  is  simply  hot  true,  in  my  ob¬ 
servation,  that  “if  a  man  will 
preach  the  simple  gospel,  he  will 
have  crowds  and  success.”  I  saw 
a  good  many  men  “preaching  the 
simple  gospel,”  but  not  enjoying 
great  harvests,  because  these 
handicaps  were  working  against 
them

N.  G.  Baptists  Vote

Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  (BP)  North 
Carolina  Baptists  have  launched  a 
plan  to  build  a  Baptist  headquar¬ 
ters  building  at  Raleigh  in  1954- 
55.  The  project  will  be  partly  fi¬ 
nanced  through  resale  of  present 
office  buildings.  The  project  was 
approved  by  the  convention  meet¬ 
ing  here  recently  in  its  annual  ses¬ 
sion. 

A  1953  Cooperative  Program 
goal  of  $1,700,000  was  adopted,  of 
which  $937,500  will  be  used  on 
state  work  and  $762,500  on  South¬ 
ern  Convention  work. 

Other  convention  action  included 
(1)  approval  of  a  special  offering 
to  be  taken  the  third  Sunday  in 
February  for  the  old  people's 
home,  (2)  call  for  completion  of 
special  campaigns  to  raise  $1,500,- 
000  for  Wake  Forest  College  and 
$700,000  for  the  Baptist  Hospital, 
(3)  strong  resolution  opposing  ap¬ 
pointment  of  special  diplomatic 
representative  to  the  Vatican  by 
the  new  president,  (4)  appropria¬ 
tion  of  $9,500  for  a  North  Carolina 
temperance  group.

religion.  In  fact,  he  will  refuse  to 
attend  any  church,  ordinarily  and 
would  be  acutely  uncomfortable  in 
an  evangelistic  service.  The  long 
weekend  of  the  Australian  worker 
is  filled  to  capacity  with  beer, 
gambling,  and  outdoor  sports.  Two 
of  these  are  enemies  of  the  gospel, 
and  the  third,  unfortunately,  is  a 
strong  competitor  on  Sunday.  On 
top  of  this,  the  Baptist  church’s 
task  is  made  more  difficult  by  the 
fact  that  Baptists  are  a  tiny  mi¬ 
nority,  regarded  as  a  queer  sect 
that  practices  immersion,  so  that 
if  the  common  man  decides  to  go 
to  church,  he  would  hardly  attend 
a  Baptist  service. 

(2)  Perhaps  in  response  to  this, 
some  Baptists  have  minimized 
their  own  churches  in  two  ways. 
One  is  by  channeling  much  of 
their  evangelistic  effort  into  so- 
called  “non-denominational”  agen¬ 
cies.  These  do  much  effective 
preaching  in  open-air  rallies  and 
mass  meetings.  But  much  of  it  is 
vitiated  by  the  consequent  failure 
to  lead  the  converts  into  New 
Testament  church  membership. 
Likewise,  Baptists  have  carefully 
separated,  in  their  invitation  ap¬ 
peals.  conversion,  baptism,  and 
church  membership.  Many  e  o  11- 
verts  are  not  baptized,  and  many 
who  are  never  enter  Baptist 
churches.  They  either  join  some 
pedobaptist  church,  or  remain  non- 
members.  One  prominent  pastor 
was  quoted  as  saying,  “I  would  go

CLQ  TEST  INCREASES  CHURCH  GIVING 

Buffalo,  N.  Y.  (RNS)— Most  Americans  have  taken  IQ  tests  to  meas¬ 
ure  their  intelligence,  ability  or  aptitude,  but  few  have  ever  tested 
their  CLQ — Christian  Love  Quotient. 

The  Rev.  A.  Walker  Hepler,  minister  of  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church  here,  devised  the  CLQ  test  and  says  it  has  spurred  members 
of  his  congregation  to  increase  their  gifts  to  the  church. 

In  a  letter  asking  for  pledges  to  the  annual  church  budget,  Mr. 
Hepler  enclosed  the  following  test  which  he  suggested  members  answer 
on  a  “self  inventory”  basis:
